KOBE (Japan) Nov, 6.—Ldang Chi 
Chiao, the Chinese hero of reforms, 
whe is called the greatest of the 
Chinese exiles, expressed confidence 
today in the eventual success of the 
reforms now under way. 

A republic has no part in his vision. 
He foresees a constitutional monarchy 
adapted to present-day heeds, to be 
brought about, however, by a power- 
ful hand that has not vet been seen. 

Liang Chi Chiso made the follow. 
ing statement to the Associated Press 
today : 

“The present revolutionary upris- 
ings were spontaneous, without pre- 
arrangement. For instance there was 
no connection between the outbreaks 
at Wu Chang and at Shanghai. whas- 
ever. The Wu Chang revolutionists 
made a great mistake in not push 
ing their initial success toward Peking 
befere the northerners had time to 
rally in opposition. 

“The ultimate success of Yuan Shi 
Kat is extremely doubtful. The revo- 
lutionaries generally are hostile to 
Yuan and the final, restoration of 
peace and order will be effected by 
someone other than Yuan or the pres- 
ent revolutionists. 

“There will be no republic, de- 
cidedly not. A republic would be ir- 
reconcilable with China's conditions 
and national traite. The final 
will be a constitutional monarchy of 
the advanced type.” 

Of the rivalry ef the Manchus of 
the north and the Chinese of the 
south, he said: 

“They are not frreconcilable and 
will combine provided they are led 
properly. 

“The revolutionary leaders are 
men of modern education who are 
alive to the necessity for a speedy 
restoration of peace and order. They 
will carefully avoid anything likely 
to invite foreign intervention. What 
China wants at present is the appear- 
ance en the stage of an entirely new 
man to save the situation.”

It will be in charge of the Execu- 
tive Committee of twenty-five, of 
which Bradner W. Lee is chairman, 
and J. J. Petermichel secretary. The 
committee met yesterday at the of- 
fices of Mr. Lee in the H. W. Hellman 
building, and spent three hours dis- 
cussing its plans.

It is asserted by the immigration 
officers that the case will be one of 
the most celebrated in Chinese smug- 
giing ever heard in Southern Califor- 
nia. They expect to establish a 
wholesale conspiracy, at the head of 
which are several of the most prom- 
inent Chinese merchants in the Bay 
City. 
Hom Jan, who claimed to be a 
Chinese merchant, but had a laborer’s 
certificate, was captured by Immigra- 
tion Inspector Morse at Mojave, and 
he will be up for deportation today. 
Jan, it ts asserted, landed in San Fran- 
cisco in 1899, claiming to be a mer- 
chant, but having a laborer'’s certifi. 
cate which he had secured by registra- 
tion before the present law went into 
effect. tie returned to China, at- 
tempted to land in San Francisco in 
1900, shipped to Mazatian, and made 
his way back into the United States. 
United States Commissioner Van

TO ADVERTISE BONDS. 
CITY WILL TRY AGAIN. 

The city will advertise the harbor 
improvement and electric power bonds 
again—$520,000 of harbor improve- 
ment bonds and $525.000 of aqueduct 
power bonds. This was decided upon 
by the finance committee of the City 
Council at its session yesterday after- 
noon. 

These bonds were advertised first 
for sale September 28, but when the 
time came for bids to be opened, not 
a bid had been received. There were 
various reasons assigned for this con- 
dition of affairs—hostility of the pow- 
er companies for one thing, tight 
money in the East for another, dis- 
satisfaction with the character of the 
security for another, and the possibil- 
ity of a Socialist administration for 
still another. 

Chairman Washburn of the Finance 
Committee, however, believes that the 
reason for the failure of bonds to be 
sought for investment is due to the 
tightness of money in the eastern cen- 
ters. He called for the aqueduct fi- 
nancial report yesterday and read it 
carefully.

That the bonds should be offered 
for sale again was his belief. he de- 
clared, but there should be plenty of 
time given to bidders to think it over 
before investing, and then again the 
Christmas holidays ought to he got out 
of the way.

FIRE CHIEF REPORTS. 
CITY COMPARED WITH EAST. 


That Los Angeles is away behind 
in the matter of receiving and trans- 


~mitting fire alarms and in the num- 


ber of alarm boxes proportionate to 
the size of the city, is the opinion of 
Chief Eley of the fire department, 
as expressed yesterday in his formal 
report to the Fire Commission on his 
eastern trip. 

The commission directed that a cop 
of the report be forwarded to the City 
Council today. The document fs 
twelve pages long and contains about 
6000 words. The principal facts re- 
ported upon are in connection with 
comparisons of the department here 
with eastern cities. The chief picks 
out a good thing here and there and 
recommends it-—-for example, a red 
light over a fire-alarm box and a 
lamp in the center of a street in the 
congested district to force traffic to go 
to the right. Here are some para- 
graphs from the report: 

“Fire Esca I find that in east- 
ern cities it is compulsory for owners 
of buildings to place either a counter- 
balanced stairway or a vertical ladder 
of sufficient length to reach the 
ground, such ladders extending from 
second floor balcony to ground. In 
the case of vertical ladders such lad- 
ders are either hung vertically with 
counterbalanced weights or ladder is 
hung on railing of third floor balcony. 
The st@irway escapes are counter- 
balanced. No attention is paid as to 
whether such fire escape mars the 
beauty of the architecture; the matter 
of safety for the occupants is the one 
thing thought of. If the beauty of 
the architecture is desired to remain 
then interior escapes are resorted to. 

“Rasements and Sub-basements— 
Tt is customary in several cities to 
compel the installation of automatic 
sprinklers for basements and sub- 
basements, with steamer connections 
at sidewalk, with separate sprinkler 
systems for basements and sub-base- 
ments in the same building together 
with separate steamer connections 
which are marked on iron plates with 
the words ‘basement sprinkler, sub- 
basement sprinkler,’ as the case may 


“Theaters—I have been through 
theaters in some of the large eastern 
cities and behind the scenes, and find 
that the city of Los Angeles is thor- 
oughly up-to-date in regard to house 
equipment, and more so than some 
Sites I visited. But I noticed that it 
was the custom to have the theaters 
install an automatic fire alarm sys- 
tem of some kind, with stations at 
various points in the theater, and in 
connection with a street alarm box 
placed outside of and in front of the 
theater, the box bei placed by the 
ty, This its done in order to save 
time in turning in an alarm. Such 
boxes have special numbers that call 
for more apparatus than an ordinary 
occasions. 

“Pubdtic schools—It has become the 
custom throughout the East to equip 
Public schoolhouses with metallic fire 
pes, extending from top floor of 
the building to the ground and also to 
place a especially numbered street 
arm box in front of school and also a 
Gre hydrant. such special numbered

The ampere measures the amount of cur- 
rent flowing and corresponds to the volume 
of water. The ohm measures the frictional 
resistance of the conductor.

These three quantities are Connect- 
ed by @ recognised principle called Obm's 
law, which is reduced to the maxim that the 
amount of current flowing through 4 con- 
ductor is equal to the voltage divided by 
the resistance.
